The death toll rose to nine today in the heat- 
wave scorching four Australian States with tem 
peratures of above 100 degrees, vere 


The heatwave entered its 
fourth day today with little sign 
of relief from the record heat 
that caused the deaths of eight 
elderly persons and a ten-year- 
old child through exhaustton and 
caused hundreds of others to 
collapse in Queensland, New 
Scuh Wales, Victoria and South 
Australia. 


Every major town in western 
New South Wales and northern 
Victoria reported temperatures 
ranging from 100 to 111 degrees, 
while Adelaide had its first day 
without a 100-degree tempera- 


ture when the thermometer 
dropped to 98 degrees on Thurs- 
day. 

Citizens of Sydney and Mel- 
bourne were sl€eping on the 
beaches by the sea through the 
night in an attempt to escape 
the stifling conditions, The 
heatwave brought a new menace 
on Thursday as huge bush fires 
sprang up in the four States 
and ran through the tilnder~- 
dry country at devastating 
speed.

FACE-LIFT 
FOR OLD 


MARBLE 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


IF , letters to this desk con- 
stitute a criterion, the housing 
shortage in some sections is gtill 
pretty acute. And many houses 
hat otherwise would ‘stand un- 
tenanted because of their age or 
condition, find buyers at fancy 
prices. 

Many such houses haye marble 
in one place or another-—a stair- 
way, a hearth, a table top, a 
doorsill ‘or even a floor. And 
that’s our concern today. It does 
seem a shame that these marble 
accents should be removed, for, 
when cleared of soil or stain, the 
grain is often of surpassing. 
beauty. And what with marble- 
topped tables appearing jn the 
tonlest interiors, marble would 
seem to be ” 

Restoring Marble 

A bit of work and patience is 
often all that is required to re- 
store marble to its pristine 
beauty, unless, of course, it Is 
very badly’ stained. Sligbt soil 
shold yield to very hot water 
and a detergent, but badly soiled 
marble demands special treat- 
ment. A marble hearth, for 
instance, may have to be covered 
with a paste to draw out bad 
stains. 

To prepare the paste, mix a 
mild household cleanser, one 
with as little abrasive as possible, 
with enough hot water to form 
a thick paste. First wet marble 
surface with clean, clear hot 
water. Then, with #8 wooden 
spoon or paddle, spread the ‘mix~ 
ture over the entire surface to 
form an even coating half sn 
inch thick. The paste should be 
left on until it is completely dry, 
which may take as much as 
forty-eight hours. 

To Avoid Scratching 

When ready to remove the 
dried paste, please dampen it 
slightly ‘so that it won't scatter 
as dust, and lift off paste care- 
fully with a wooden paddle to 
avoid scratching .the marble. ~ 
Rinse the marble thoroughly, and’ 
wipe it dry. You'll be amazed 
and delighted | to''see how this 
simple _ operation’ will — bring 
restored ‘beauty to” a’ marble 
hearth. . ys 

If ink, grease, paint or the. like 
have marred a marble -sill, floor 
or doorway, these, too, can be

Washington, Jan. 24.

Intemational Monetary Fund 
that the Japanese quola in the 
IMF be set at $250,000,000. 

This was the Ggure arrived 
al by IMF officials after con- 
sulation with Japanese repre- 
sentatives here and in Tokyo. 
If accepted, it would set a pat- 
tern als for Japan’s quota 
in the World Bank, which 
traditionally hag placed the 
quota of a member at the same 
figure as the Fund 

The importance of the quota 
figure to a member country 1s 
that Jt governs the voting power 
and borrowing capacity of the 
vountry concerned If Japan 
comes in at the $250,000,000 
figure, she will by eighth in the 
Bank and Fund hierarchy. 

The top quota is that of the 
United States, which 1, assessed 
at $2,750,000,000, Others higher 
than Japan would be the United 
Kingdom, China, France, India, 
Canada and the Netherlands. 

The general rule applied by 
the Fund and Bank is that 4 
nation may borrow no more in 
forcign exchange during any 
single year than 25 per cent of 
its quota. Thi, would mean 
Japan could get up to $62,500,000 
hard-currency loans any one 
year for development projects 
approved by the Bank and Fund. 

The Fund, in arriving at a 
quota, takes into account the 
historic pattern of trade for the 
country concerned. In the case 
of. a country such as Japan, 
which is expected to be one of 
the larger traders in the world 
market, the quota ts permitted 
to be larger than in the case of 
a country with comparatively 
small world trade interests.
